4.  Volunteer.  Everybody  needs  help.  A  local  school,  the  Rec.  Center,  nursing  homes,  a  charity,  a  religious 
group-  They  could  all  use  volunteers.  Our  greatest  gift  is  our  time.  Spend  it  on  a  cause  or  group  you 
believe  in. 

5.  Donate  food  to  the  San  Francisco  Food  Bank.  Call  them  at  282-1900.  There  are  usually  drop-off  barrels  at 
most  Safeway  stores. 

6.  Call  someone  whom  you  haven’t  spoken  with  for  a  while  and  wish  them  well.  The  personal  contact  of  a 
phone  call  can  be  a  lifeline  in  the  darkness. 

7.  Donate  your  old,  but  good,  business  suits  (men’s  or  women’s)  to  Santa  Brings  a  Law  Suit.  This  volunteer 
group  gets  business  clothing  to  poor  people  who  are  trying  to  get  back  into  the  work  force.  “The  suit  makes 
the  man,”  someone  said.  You  can  help.  Call  Martha  at  Guiterrez  &  Associates,  398-9000.  They’ll  provide 
you  with  a  tax-deductible  donation  receipt,  as  well. 

8.  Turn  the  TV  off  and  get  outside.  Make  your  kids  turn  the  TV  or  the  PlayStation  off  and  get  outside. 

9.  Donate  toys  to  the  SF  Firefighters’  Toys  for  Tots  program.  Toys  go  to  needy  kids  during  the  holidays  but 
also  throughout  the  year.  There’s  a  fire  station  up  at  Holly  Park. 

10.  Do  something  for  yourself,  something  that  matters  to  you.  Have  fun.
